Next Tuesday, Apr. 12, is municipal election 
day in Sierra Madre with polls open from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m. 

Seven City Council candidates, six registered 
and one write-in candidate, are vying for two seats 
vacated by Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan and Mayor 
Pro Tern Sam Simpson. Both incumbents are run¬ 
ning for re-election since their four-year terms are up 
this year. 

Others running, besides Buchan and Simpson, 
are Jack Grotewiel, tlie only write-in candidate; and 
James Hester, George Maurer, Helen Hernandez 
Snoddy and Louise Steele, all named in alphabetical 
order. 

Unopposed candidates also named on the ballot 
this year are Douglas Berkshire, city treasurer; and 
Nancy Shollenberger, city clerk. 

Adversiisements for six of the City Council 
candidates appear in this week’s edition of the Sierra 
Madre News. 

There are seven areas for registered Sierra Madre 
voters to cast their ballots. We are also providing 
soicrs with a map with precincts drawn.

Miranda, Robles win world 
handball championship

It is one thing to win a national contest but 
an entirely new ballgame if you win the world 
championship. And that is the category Torry 
Miranda, Sierra Madre, and John Robles, Duarte, 
found themselves in recently. They won the world 
handball championship in Melbourne, Australia 
Mar. 14- 19. 

Robles also won the 23 and under world’s singles. 

Miranda, 27, and Robles. 23, competed against 
athletes from Japan, Mexico, Canada, Ireland, 
Australia and the United States in the tournament. 

Miranda is Sarah and Miner Harkness’ son-in- 
law, married to Claudine. All live in Sierra Madre. 

The couple funded themselves tor the entire 
trip with Taz Express, Inc., a motor Ircight line, 
assisting them with their uniforms. It cost them 
about $4000 to $5000. Was it worth it? "Of course. 
We won," they grin. 

For Miranda, the sport was introduced to him 
seven years ago and he played his lirst tournament 
in 1984 at the Pasadena YMC.A. There needs to be 
a natural gift for someone like Miranda who has 
excelled in the sport so quickly. 

Robles started five years ago to join his lather 
and brother who played the sport. Robles’ lather 
at 65 years is still playing. 

"Racquetball is not as challenging. \5 iih hand¬ 
ball you need to be ambidextrous," Robles says. 

Miranda describes the sport aptly as "like 
racquetball but without the racquet.” 

The couple beat the Irish Naiu'iial champions, 
the top ranked northern Caliloriua team, the 
Australian team and finally the Canadian National 
champions. 

Robles explains. "The ball weighs 8 ounces and 
you send ii lo the wall, waiching it go past close 
to 70 mph." He has been cliKked in excess ol

They continue to play two or three nights a 
week, txvo hours a night. They sometimes lift light 
weights and when they were in training for Australia 
tried to play six days a week, four hours a day. 

They are just beginning their partnership of 
playing and believe they are “a bit green.” One 
wonders if this is possible since they say one match 
might last as long as 3'// hours. They admit that 
it “can get grueling.” 

Modestly, they told The News, “One day we’ll 
be the team to beat. There will always be someone 
who will beat us." 

Miranda graduated from Pasadena High School, 
took a year off then went into tool making.

You don’t have to be 
a spring ehicken to be a 
traveler. Nonegenarian 
Al Robinson proved that 
with a 10-day sojourn 
that included Puerto 
Rico, and Virgin Islands, 
Curacao, the San Bias 
Islands, Panama Canal 
and Acapulco. 

He took along his 
daughter and son-in- 
law, Janet and Stu Ste¬ 
wart, and great grand¬ 
daughter, Karla Gershclcr, 
age 11, as company. 

After touring Puerto 
Rico, they sailed aboard 
the Sitmar line’s Fair- 
wind, together with some 
800 other passengers 
and Al was feted as the 
oldest passenger on the 
cruise. Now 90, he was a 
mere 89 then. 

In St. Thomas, Vir¬ 
gin Islands, Al shopped 
in Charlotte Amalie for 
“all the ladies,” stocking 
up on perfumes and 
adding linetis and coral. 
They visited the largest 
perfumery in the world 
here, toured the castle 
of the notorious Blue¬ 
beard, visited the site 
where Sir Francis 
Drake once had his fleet 
and sampled a banana 
daiquiri on a hill above 
the harbor. 

Their next stop, St. 


Croix, is the largest 
of the Virgin Islands and 
shows its Danish heritage 
in historic Frederiksted 
and the island’s principal 
town of Christiansted. 

The island of Curacao 
in the Netherland 
Antilles reminded Al of 
Amsterdam with its Dutch 
architecture and Dutch¬ 
speaking inhabitants. 
Unlike Amsterdam, the 
port city of Willemstad 
is a testimony to 
legendary Dutch cleanli¬ 
ness. 

One of the highlights 
of the cruise was a tour 
by ship tenders ol 
four of the San Bias 
Islands where primilive 
Kuna Indians who once 
inhabited the for¬ 
bidding rain country ol 
Panama have resided 
for some 600 years. 

Here the women do all 
the work. Extended fam¬ 
ilies live in large thatched 
huts, tend small plots of 
land and harvest native 
bananas, mangoes, co¬ 
conuts and other tropical 
fruits. 

They were greeted 
by a white man, John 
Mann, who has lived 
among the natives for 27 
years. He showed them 
how to bargain with 
their fingers, in a sort 


of universal sign language 
that bridged the language 
barrier. 

The transit of the 
Panama Canal is one of 
the world’s most impres¬ 
sive cruising experiences 
and the transit from 
Atlantic to Pacific is 
by far the more dramatic. 
(Because of peculiar 
squiggle in the con¬ 
figuration of Panama, 
one actually travels 
from a more westerly 
point to a more easterly 
point in transiting from 
Atlantic to Pacific.) 

Al was duly impressed 
with the engineering of 
the great lock system 


which raises vast ocean 
liners 85 feet above sea 
level and then, after 
traversing Gatun Lake 
and the legendary 
Gaillard Cut, lowers 
them through another 
series of locks to the 
Pacific. 

Several passengers 
who have made the transit 
before commented on 
the difference in the 
maintenance of the 
machinery since the 
Panama treaty placed 
most of this in the hands 
of the Panamanians. 

The last stop on 
the cruise was Acapulco 
where Al and his family 


had some six hours to 
savor the glamorous 
town and enjoy its 
Mexican flavor before 
departing via air for 
Los Angeles. 

Al particularly enjoys 
his Panama hat, a cher¬ 


ished momento of a 
memorable cruise, jam- 
packed with exciting 
things to see and do. Ex¬ 
hausting for some, 
perhaps, but just about 
right for a real stepper!

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's historic trail led to stars. 



By Phyllis Chapman 

Mt. Wilson and the historic Mt. Wilson Trail 
have been named for Benjamin D. “Don Benito 
Wilson. Yet few people today know anything about 
Don Benito Wilson. 

Not so author/historian Midge Sherwood. She 
has published two books on the life and times of 
Wilson, and his illustrious family, which includes 
Don Benito’s grandson General George S. Patton 
Jr., of World War II fame. 

On Tuesday, Apr. 12, 7:30 p.m., Sherwood will 
present an illustrated talk entitled "Benjamin Davis 
Wilson: His Climb Up the Mountain Led to the 
Stars” at the Altadena Public Library, 600 E. Mari¬ 
posa St. in Altadena. The free event js sponsored 
by the Mount Wilson Observatory Associaton 
(MWOA), a public-membership support group for 
the Mount Wilson Observatory. 

Wilson established the mountain trail in 1864 
to bring timber down Irom the mountain lor his 
thriving Lake Vineyard Ranch, located in what is 
today San Marino. It is the oldest trail this side of 
the San Gabriel range. 


In 1889 — just 100 years ago next year — 
Harvard College built the first astronomical 
observatory on the 5800 feet high mouniaintop. 
Even Sierra Madre’s town founder, Nathaniel Co¬ 
burn Carter, was involved when he had the trail 
improved sufficiently so that the 13-inch Harvard 
telescope and other needed material could be 
brought to “Wilson’s Peak” by pack animals. 
Later, Carter’s teen-age son Arthur, worked at the 
site by operating the telescope and taking astro¬ 
nomical photographs. 

Sherwood’s talk will be a historical odyssey 
leading from Wilson’s life to the establishement ol 
Mt. Wilson as a leading location in the world for 
the science of astronomy. 

Don Benito was one of the earliest U.S. citizens 
to establish residence in Southern California, arriving 
here in 1841. He did much to develop the San 
Gabriel Valley and became the first mayor of Los 
Angeles, following California Statehood. He led 
the city and then was twice elected Calilornia 
State Senator. He later worked in Washington, 
D.C. for legislation to bring the railroad to Los

Housing sales always on rise 


Statewide sale of exist¬ 
ing single - family homes 
recorded a 504,702-unit 
annualized rale during 
the first half of 1987, a 
robust 18.2 percent above 
the same period last year, 
reported the California 
Association of Realtors. 
Healthy housing demand 
resulted from a combin¬ 
ation of mortgage interest 
rates which averaged be¬ 
tween 100 and 150 basis 
points below last year’s 
first-half levels, and solid 
growth in the California 
economy marked by 
strong gains in employ¬ 
ment and personal income 
compared to the first half 
of last year. 

“Prospective home- 
buyers were well - posi¬ 
tioned to take advantage 
of favorable housing 
market conditions during 
the first six months of 
the year,” stated C.A.R. 


President Jack Paulson. 
“Responding quickly to 
the spike in interest rates 
early this spring, home- 
buyers aggressively en¬ 
tered the market to buy 
before rates rose any 
further.” 

This year’s January - 
through - June rate of 
resale activity was 6.9 
percent below the super¬ 
heated second half of 
1986, when tax - induced 
selling produced a 542, 
228 - unit rate on an 
annualized basis. By 
quarter, resales set a 
439,299 - unit pace dur¬ 
ing the first quarter, a 
15.5 percent increase over 
the first quarter of 1986. 
The second quarter’s ac¬ 
tivity at a rate of 507, 
106 units was 20.4 per¬ 
cent higher than 1986’s 
April - to -June period 
and 29.8 percent higher 


than this year’s first 
quarter rate. 

The median price of 
existing single - family 
homes sold in the state 
during the first six months 
of the year was $136, 
220 . This was 4.5 per¬ 
cent higher than the me¬ 
dian price of $130,394 
recorded during the same 
period in 1986. During 
the first quarter of 1987 
the median home sales 
price registered $130,596. 
In the April - through - 
June quarter the median 
price shot up to $139,934, 
a 7.1 percent increase 
over the first quarter. 
While this jump reflects 
normal seasonal factors, 
the tightness in inven¬ 
tories experienced in sev¬ 
eral parts of the state, 
particularly during rite 
second quarter, was also 
important.

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Requiem for a teenager 


Harry Marlin of Sierra 
Madre has shared three 
segments of his book and 
they appear here during 
a three-week period. Ed. 

By Harry Martin 
April 1917. The great 
war in Europe had been 
raging since August, 
1917, and America, after 
a long period of pseudo¬ 
neutrality, declared war 
against Germany. Sud¬ 
denly the conflict was no 
longer something far 
away and to be read 
about in newspapers. 
The draft, destined to 
affect millions of young 
men, was put into force, 
along with food ration¬ 
ing, something unheard 
of in our land of plenty. 

And it wasn’t long un¬ 
til a new, ugly word was 
coined, “profiteer.” The 
draft was a double blow 
to my parents as two of 
the three older boys were 
called in the first 250 
numbers. A third boy died 
and all of this happened 
in a space of 30 days. 

It was a traumatic 
time for all of us, and 
1 think 1 felt it as 
keenly as anyone. I was 
only 15 years old, in 
that physical and 
emotional transition 
from adolescence into 
manhood. At the same 
time came the suspicion 
that something terribly 
wrong was being per¬ 
petrated. In the church 
pulpits, sermons were 
given and prayers offered. 
Victory could onlv be 


obtained by killing vast 
numbers of Germans, 
and God was asked to 
help us accomplish that 
end. I walked out of 
Sunday School, never 
to return. 

Time passed and 
school was out in late 
May. I spent the month 
of June picking berries 
for Mr. Hollenrake and 
Dad Frick, and when the 
season was over 1 found 
a job in the Cannon 
Oiler, where an old-fashion¬ 
ed long-spout oilcan was 
made. It was my first ex¬ 
perience working at a 
steady job, 10 hours per 
day, doing the same thing 
over and over. There was 
almost a hypnotic 
spell in the whir of the 
pulleys and the rattle of 
the worn belts that drove 
the machinery. And I’ll 
never forget the pungent 
odor of solder and 
salammoniac as the Kin¬ 
sey brothers put together 
the stamped shapes into 
the finished product. 
It was also my first 
experience with an all¬ 
adult crew, with attend¬ 
ant foul language. It was 
an even bigger shock to 
hear the same words 
from the two women em¬ 
ployees. 

Soon it was September, 
with the return of school, 
and the smell of the 
freshly-oiled pine floors, 
the desks covered with 
books and traces of sum¬ 
mer coming through the 
open windows, made

spring seem light years ' 
away. Compounded ' 
with the grim news from ' 
France, it was a strange 
start for the new school 
year to an impression¬ 
able teenager. 

With the passage of 
months and the uncer¬ 
tain situation of the war, 
the subtle pace of organ¬ 
ized haired was increased. 
During the winter 
months, our new local 
light system often failed, 
and when it was too 
dark to read, we whiled 
away the gloomy 
afternoons by singing.

An open letter to the 
voters of Sierra Madre A 

As our election for city council 
draws close, I want to take a few mo- 
ments to thank the voters of this City 
for the education they have provided BH 
me. This is a great and beautiful town 

I and you know it. You are aware that 
we have something so unique that 
we need to guard it constantly. 

When I started this campaign I 
wasn’t sure that all of the people of 
Sierra Madre felt as strongly as I did 
about preserving what is great and 
good about this place. Over the last 
few years, as I’ve been serving this City 
on the Planning Commission, I’ve seen 
a lot of people come before the com¬ 
mission whose only motive has been 
the profit they can make off of us; they 
didn’t seem to care about our “Foot¬ 
hill Village.” It sometimes seemed that 
these people were the majority. 

But, now I know differently. No 
matter how this election turns out, I 
know there are enough of us to make a 
difference. As long as we keep the 
desire there will be a Sierra Madre of 
families, residential neighborhoods, 
and friendly people. 

That being said, I also want to 
review my positions on the issues 
that have developed during this cam¬ 
paign. These are the issues that you, 
the people,have shown to me, by your 
questions, are the concerns of the 
commuity. 

RESIDENTIAL DEVELOPMENT 

Sierra Madre is primarily a city of 
families living in single family homes. 

But, our residential neighborhoods are 
under attack by developers who want 
to change those neighborhoods with 
oversized homes and multi-family 
dwelling units. 1 have noticed during 
my tenure on the planning commis¬ 
sion that it is not residents and indi- 
” vidual builders of homes that want tyvo 
story mini-castles on lots that are too 
small to accommodate them. Rather, 
it is developers and speculators who 
build these monstrosities; the quick 
buck artist who don’t care about Sierra 
Madre. If elected, I will, as a first 
priority, do all I can to put in place 
the necessary ordinances to stop this. 
Specifically, I believe we need a role 
back from the present allowable 40% 
lot coverage and we need a minimum 
10 foot setback for two story houses. 
Zoning needs to be brought into con¬ 
formity with the general plan. 

CENTRAL BUSINESS 
DISTRICT REVITALIZATION 

A stong downtown is important 
to the sociological health of this City 
and for the identification it gives Sierra 
Madre. Sales Tax enhancement is 
secondary and in many ways an un¬ 
realistic goal. For the downtown to 
generate enough sales tax to make a 
difference we would have to bring in 
large department chain stores and 
auto dealerships. This is totally inap¬ 
propriate for Sierra Madre. But, we 
need a place to shop without the need 
to go out of town. Small, specialty 
retailing is what is needed.

HILLSIDE PROTECTION 

Please notice I said “protection” 
not “development.” Our hillsides are 
one of our most important natural 
assets and they need to be protected 
with new regulations ihat will assure 
that our hillsides will remain as free 
from development as possible. 

CITY HALL RESPONSIVENESS 

A constant complaint I have heard 
during the campaign is that city hall 
doesn’t respond to the complaints of 
its citizens. Every citizen of Sierra 
Madre deserves to be heard by his 
employees. I will be available to citi¬ 
zens who have this complaint. 

CITY FINANCES 

Presently Sierra Madre is not in 
a financial crisis, but if we’re not 
careful there will be one soon. De¬ 
veloper fees and non-resident recrea¬ 
tion fees can be a source of new 
' revenue. 


SAFETY 

We must continue our excellent 
fire and police protection. We need 
better enforcement of speed limits 
as well as better traffic regulations 
in general. 

LIBRARY EXPANSION 

Library facilities are too small to 
meet community needs; there is a 
need for library expansion. The present 
financing proposal set forth by the 
“Friends of the Library” is a good 
one. However, I believe that more 
neighborhood input is needed in the 
areas of parking and traffic. The 
library needs to be a good neighbor 
too. 

CODE ENFORCEMENT 

The city recently hired a code 
enforcer to make sure our ordinances 
prohibiting illegal rentals and building 
standards are enforced. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, they forgot to give him any power 
to do what needs to be done. This 
needs to be addressed. 

SOCIAL SERVICES 

The Recreation Department’s 
after school program and the sum¬ 
mer day camp program are a great 
service to the parents in this com¬ 
munity. The need for day care services 
for working mothers now has to be 
met. We need to study the feasibility 
of this type of service. Our Senior 
Citizen Center has been allowed to 
deteriorate, it must be fixed up. The 
Senior Taxi service needs to be ex¬ 
panded to include more medical faci¬ 
lities than just Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital. 

This election Is one of the most 
important in Sierra Madre’s history.

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Question of waste disposal, seek solution 


Info on wills in Monrovia 


What are we going to 
do about waste disposal 
now and in tlie years to 
come was a topic pre¬ 
sented to some 
100 Pasadena Dis¬ 
trict Five residents who 
met last week with 
City Director Jess 
Hughston and members 
of Pasadena’s Blue Rib¬ 
bon Committee on Solid 
Waste Strategy. 

The meeting was 
moderated by Hughston, 
an Upper Hastings 
Ranch resident, and 
Milton Wilson, chair¬ 
man of the Blue Ribbon 
Committee. Another 
Blue Ribbon Committee 
member, Alan Mendrala, 
also spoke. 

Pasadena is running 
out of land to dispose 
of trash, according 


to Wilson. Scholl Canyon 
in Glendale is running 
out of space for Pasa¬ 
dena’s trash. Already 
Glendale has closed 
Scholl Canyon to 
l.os Angeles refuse. 
I’asadena is looking 
for new space nearby to 
create a new landfill. 

The problem is a 
growing one. Waste 
generated by Californians 
has grown by about 85 
percent in the last 10 
years. Locally landfills 
are reaching saturation 
and are closing. Land¬ 
fills in the area are 
expected to be full in 
some 25 years. The 
problem is not only our 
problem but also is 
our children’s as waste 
is piling up everywhere, 
according to Wilson. 
The Blue Ribbon Com¬ 


mittee is searching for a 
long-range solution. 

City director Hughston 
conducted a Town Hall 
type meeting in which 
he asked for thoughts 
on composting, re¬ 
cycling newspapers, 
segregating glass and 
aluminum cans. Already 
briglit yellow city park 
recycle bins are in the 
city with the nearest at 
Victory I’ark at Altadcna 
Drive and Paloma Street. 

Insufficietit financial 
help has come from the 
state, a Blue Ribbon 
Committee member 
stated. One local resi¬ 
dent with a dry sense of 
humor gave his solution 
to the problem, “Since 
no financial help has 
come from the goveriurr, 
we should just pack up 


our waste and mail it to 
him.’’ This evoked laugh¬ 
ter but was no solution. 

Such questions as 
“How should we dispose 
of our trash?’’ and “Can 
we recycle what isn’t 
useful?” were stressed. 
Hughston made a plea 
for all residents to con¬ 
sider this problem and let 
him know about their 
ideas. 

He repeated many 
times that as Pasadena 
City Director he wants 
to know about problems 
of residents and that they 
should call him when 
they have a problem or 
ideas on the waste 
situation. He lives in 
East Pasadena, telephone
